OF YOUR STAFF PRESENTED PAPER ON "NON-TARIFF BARRIERS AFFECTING 
U.S. FISHERY EXPORTS TO JAPAN AND EEC". HE CONCLUDED THAT FOR U.S. 

TO SELL LARGER CATCH IN JAPANESE MARKETS, JAPAN MUST EITHER ELIMI- 
NATE THE QUOTA SYSTEM OR INCREASE ITS IMPORT QUOTAS ON FISHERY 
PRODUCTS. 

2. AT SUGGESTION GOJ. COMMERCE SECRETARY KREPS MAY BE PAYING 
COURTESY CALL ON MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY SUZUKI DURING 
HER VISIT TO TOKYO SEPTEMBER 26-28. CLEARLY, MINISTER SUZUKI 

WISHES TO DISCUSS FISHERY ISSUE AND WILL PROBABLY OUTLINE NEED OF 
JAPANESE PEOPLE FOR FISH PROTEIN AND FOR U.S. CONSIDERATION AT TIME 
FOREIGN FISHERY ALLOTMENTS ARE MADE TO SUPPLY THIS NEED THROUGH 
LARGER ALLOCATIONS TO JAPAN. 

3. WE BELIEVE IT APPROPRIATE THAT SECRETARY KREPS MENTION U.S. 

CONCERN THAT FISHERY IMPORT QUOTAS MAINTAINED BY JAPAN ARE 
DETERRENT TO FISHERY TRADE BETWEEN OUR COUNTRIES. SECRETARY 
SHOULD BE INFORMED, HOWEVER, OF DELICATE NATURE OF SITUATION 
CONFRONTING MINISTER SUZUKI. REMOVING IMPORT QUOTAS WILL BE 
INCENTIVE FOR U.S. FISHING INDUSTRY TO MOVE INTO AREAS WHERE
